she has had during the year just closing. 
It may be noted that at one time Atlan- 
ta was the smallest of all the cities of Geor- 
gia. In the course of time she has passed 
them, one after the other. First she out- 
grew Rome, then Athens, then Columbus, 
then Macon and Augusta, and finally Sa- 
vannah, until now she stands the first city 
in the state in point of population, run- 
ning probably from six to ten thousand 
ahead of the largest. This goes to show 
that she has outgrown her surroundings— 
that she has pushed ahead of the natural 
growth of Georgia, and that her progress 
has not been natural, but phenomenal. 
This thought carries the conclusion that 
the.glory or scope of her future cannot be 
argued from any of the conditions that 
surround her. Her elements of strength 
and power are peculiar, and her expansion 
must and will be exceptional. Shrewd 
observers have predicted that in twelve 
years her population will be 75,000. ‘This 
is not impossible, from ’66 to ’76 a point 
ef unprecedented dullness she added 50 
per cent, to her population. She may do 
eyen better in the next decade. 
Zt may be noted also that the popuila- 
n of Atlanta as quoted above does not 
begin to cover her real population. Her 
corporation line extends only one and a 
half miles in every direction from the car 
The city is thus set in a perfect 
of suburbs, that really belongs to her 


system, and ‘are yet not included in her 


corporation. 
The inhabitants of these suburbs, West 
End; Hapeville, Edgewood, East Point, 


to them, and no effort was made to increase 
them. After the war there seemed to be 
no increase worth noting. For'several years 
even as late as ’72 the receipts were in- 
considerable, not amounting to over 15,000 
bales. In 1875 the receipts had sprung up 
to about 40,000. For the year ending Ist, 
September 1877, the receipts had rushed 
up to 88,000 bales. This result was so 
wonderful and unexpected that the friends 
as well as the enemies of the city, began 
to cast about for some explanation of the 
marvellous progress made in this trade, 
It-was generally agreed that the tremen- 
dous increase was due to the fact that the 
prevalence of Yellow Fever that fall in 
Savannah, Brunswick and Mobile, had 
driven much of ‘the cotton that naturally 
belonged to those parts, into higher cities, 
and had forced it North and by rail. 
There is little doubt that thi, was true to 
a great extent—consequently the cotton 
men hoped for no increase in the receipts 
of the closing years, The most of them 
feared that Atlanta could not near hold 
her own, but, that in the absence of Yel- 
low Fever thousands of bales of cotton 
that had been unnaturally driven from the 
seaboard ports would again seek their 
natural outlet, contrary however to every 
expectation, the receipts for the closing 
year, here not only held to their former 
figures but have actually been increased 
until the total has run to 100,654 bales, 
These receipts, unprecedented and unex- 
pected, have convinced the cotton men of 
Atlanta’s dominion over the cotton belt of 
Georgia, Alabama, Carolina and Eastern 


that have heretofore sought other mar- 
kets, It is claimed that it will add 
over half a million annually to the trade 
of the city. It will certainly prove a 
most valuable adjunct, and we may look 
to receive its first consignment in a week 
or two.

A Solvent City. 


One of the most cheering phases of At- 
lanta’s growth is her financial history. 

It is a well known fact, that to the de- 
cade succeeding the war, the immense 
outlay needed in rebuilding the Southern 
cities bankrupted nearly every one of 
ghem. Looking-over the list of Southern 
cities it is almost impossible to find one 
that has not failed to pay its interest or 
suggest a compromise with its creditors. 
Many of them have repadiated openly, ‘and 
others have gone into the ‘hands of a re- 
cgiver. bo 

It is gratifying to note the brilliant 
financial record of Atlanta, in comparison 
with these general and dismal failures. 
She is perhaps solvent—is able and deter- 
mined te pay every cent she owes—meets 
her interests promptly, and is reducing her 
debt annually—has the very highest cred- 
it and floats her 7 per gent, ata premium. 
And all this on a tax,,less than what 1s 
levied in eight cities out of ten. 3 

The bonded debt of Atlanta is $1 827.- 
000. This is secured by Real Estate as- 
setted at $1.300.000, . The assetts of the 
city government amount to $1,573.000 
leaving only half a million of net bondi 
debt. The floating debt is $38}.915.12,

For many years Atlanta has had what 
may be esteemed an almost perfect Rail- 
road system, 

Her first road gaye her a connection 
with Augusta and the sea—almost imme- 
diately, she was provided witha road 
reaching into the far West.’ A tonnection 
with Savannah internally bisecting Geor- 
gia, was furnished, and then a new ‘route 
to the'great South-West. Four great natu- 
ral ridges that concentred at the spot 
where the city was founded were thus 
crowned with Railroads, and a great Rail- 
road centre was thus made, ‘Atlanta then 
needed but two further trunk lines. One 
was a direct competing line to New York, 
This, she has in the Air-Line Road, which 
besides supplying this want, penetrated a 
country of untold richness, and emptied 
its treasure in her lap. The other great 
connection needed is a direct route that will 
tap the coal fields of Alabama, and give 
her a competing Western connection. This 
‘she made strequous efforts to. secure, by 
subscribing $300,000 to the Ga. Western 
Railroad, which is now, in an. unfinished 
condition. With this road completed, 
Atlanta’s system,of trunk roads, already 
far superior in that of any other Sonthern.

The plaintiff brought his action 
against the defendant to recover dam. 
ages alleged to have been dune to him 
by the running of its trsin of cars upon 
itg railroad. On the trial of the case 
the jury, under the charge of the court, 
fouid a verdict for $350. The defend- 
ant made a motion for a new trial on 
the grounds therein stated, which was 
over: uled and the deferdant excepted. 
The following evidence was had upon 
the trial of the case : 

Richard Hanker:on, the plaintiff 
testified: Was in Marshaliville tne day 
huri; had been drinking sume whiske) ; 
bad taken several drivks; does not 
know how many, but was not drunk ; 
started at two o'clock to goto Fort Vail- 
ley by dirt road; when he reached 
Massey’s crossing over the raiircad 
track, he had something like a swim 
ming in the head, such as he had 
several times previously, and he sat 
down-—whether on the cross-ties, the 
rails of the railroad track, the cause 
way, the bridging over the railroad 
track, or on the ground, he does not 
recoilec', and can not teli; recollec!s 
nothing iurther until he came to him- 
se!f on the train, on the way to Fort 
Valley, where he was carried by the 

d off, his 
finger was 
broken, hand mashed, arm broken 
near the wrist, his shoulder and wrist 
mashed, and his head hurt; knows his 
arm was broken, because the old gen- 
tleman who dressed it put splits on it, 
and there is the scar op his arm near 
the wrist to show where it was broken ; 
suffered a great deal of pain; could not 
du any work for ninety days; is & car- 
penter, and his wages worth $2 50 per 
day, which re received at the Dixie 
‘hops in Macon, and had just finished 
a job for Captain Douglas, and was out 
of one, and on his way to Fort Valley 
v0 lock for one; all tuis happened on 
the 16:h day of February, 1875. 
Wiliam Gugei, the engineer on the 
train that ran over kerson in Feb- 
rauary, 1875: When he got to the biow 
post, 400 yards from Massey’s crossing, 
7 miles below Fort Vailey, and when 
ne commenced blowing tne whistle, 
saw an obj.ct lying on the track just 
beyond the crossing, which he tock 
to be a hog that had been killed by 
a freight train just ahead of him; 
when he got within 100 or 
176 yards of this object he discovered 
that it was a man, .ying between the 
rails, with his head on a stringer close 
up to the rail and his body and legs 
doubled up towards the next stringer 
and between them; as soon as he dis- 
cov. red this he blew on brakes, re- 
versed the eogine, blew the whistle at 
him in short, sharp and loud toots in 
erder to arouse him; the brake at the 
engine was put on Lard, and, as far as 
he could tell, all the prakes of the train 
were put on; he blew them on as often 
as three timve; from the time he dis- 


eet. 

‘The road above and below this point 
is perfectly straight and yery level, so 
that objects can be seen on the track 
several miles; ani for this reason we 
are not in the habit of slackening as 
we approach the crossing, some 
body or something is about to cross; 
aud the reason that we did not se> tha 
this was a man earlier was because he
